Taking part in the gr»atejt peace­ 
time maneuvers ever held by the land, 
sea and air forces of the United Stages 
Aulton D. Watterson, son of Charles

of U. S. Marine in- the Wert indies. 
His name appears on the official list 
of marines with the maneuver forces 
in the Caribbean. 
The maneuvers began early in Jan-
